Labor.disputes. have made’ it impossible 
for eastern factories to keep up with their 
deliveries to us im recent months, and our 
~big~ development~program~for-1946~is-dadly— 
disrupted 


The' demand for telephone service con- 
tinues to be the greatest we have ever: known, 
and it should be pointed out that the number 
of telephones in our system has increased 30 

* per cent sinee before the war, despite the cur- 
tailment imposed by wartime restrictions. 
Names are still being added to the bottom 
of the waiting list faster than we can remove 
them from the top. There are now over 19,000 
names on our waiting list. 


Within the last few days the supply pic- 
ture bas become brighter as far as telephones 
and wire are concerned. The factories say 
that they expect to improve their deliveries 
shortly if no new upset occurs. If they can 
do this we should be able, by midsummer, to 
begin reducing the length of our waiting list. 


We cannot hazard a guess as to when the 
waiting-list will completely disappear, but in 
the meantime we are doing everything possible 
to get telephone service for the thousands of 
waiting people.
